Personnel of the China National Aviation Corvoration (CHAC) * 
and the Central Air Transvort Corporation (CATC) and grok personnel of 
the air force headquarters were still holding their positions at the 
Kunning airfield. 


4. Chinese Communist authorities were encouraging the oroduction of tin a%$ 
Kochiuhsien (103-05, 23-22). The monthly production rate was 100 tona. 
The tin was being shipped to Kwangsi on the Yunnane-Kwangsi railway and 
thence northward for sale to the USSR. 


5. Automodile snare varts and gasoline were in very short suoply tn Yunnan, 
and many automobiles had been converted te charcoal. 


6. Most of the local products from Yunnan, such as tung ofl and drugs, were 
being exoorted to Hone Kong in exchange for hardware, foreign medicines, 
snare automobile parts and miscellaneous foreign goods.
